Certificates were filed in 
the Upland city clerk’s office 
of the deaths of 15 persons 
who had lived outside the city 
limits, Last year there were 
17 to July 1, but the total in- 
cluded 10 men killed when a 
bomber crashed. 


The Upland city clerk’s of- 
fice has maintained birth and 
death records in complete 
form since 1918 and there are 
some records since 1916.

For Increased Fires 

Upland has had more fires this 
spring and summer than for sev- 
eral years in the recent past and 
‘burning after 10 a. m. is the prin- 
cipal cause, Fire Chief Howard C 
Paulin revealed today. 

Open trash and rubbish burn- 
ing after 10 o'clock is hazardous, 
Chief Paulin said, because a 
breeze ‘begins blewing daily at 
that time and continues throu2h- 
out the day. Embers in open fires 
are scattered and ignite dry vege- 
tation. 

Of 18 genera] alarms in May, 
seven fires were caused by burn- 
ing after 10 o'clock and of 16 
still alarms, nine were traced to 
burning out of hours. A. still 
alarm is answered by the’ paid 
members of the department, with- 
out having the whistle blown. 

Weed abatement has reduced 
Upland fires and there were only 
10 in June to yesterday, but the 
number is higher than usual, he 
said.
